This  church,  with  the  neighboring 
Wardrobe  Court  and  Place  and 
Wardrobe  Terrace.  oommemorataa 
one  of  the  London  treaaurea  which 
parlahed  in  the  Qr«at  rire  of  1466. 
King  Bdward  III  (lta^<lST7)  ac- 
quired a  houae  hereaboota  in  Black - 
frlnrs  for  the  ntorage  of  hl«  roben  of 
Ml  ile  Mix  .•-IK  i  i'HHor.s  alio  kepi  their 
ceremonial  K'UnientM  here,  and  when 
the  hou«e  w«h  destroyed  It  had  be- 
come a  peifec  t  niuneiim  of  the  royal 
clothing  of  n»ariy  three  centurles.

Blrdeage  Walk,  by  the  way,  la  one 
of  the  l4>ndon  namea  whleh  pleaae 
the  Canadian  friend  aaoted  above.  St. 
Jamea's  Park,  flrst  encloaed  by  King 
Heniy  \'lll,  .ibout  1&J9,  waa  re- 
iniulellcd  and  iiuiiroved  by  Charles 
11.  in  whose  time  it  Iji-catoe.  one 
may  read  In  i'epy'a  delightful  diary, 
a  fashionable  resort.  Charles  caused 
a  number  of  scattered  ponda  to  be 
Joint-d  together,  forming  the  present 
lake,  and  look  plaaaure  in  feeding 
the  waterfowl,  juat  aa  the  modern 
Londoner  and  hla  viaitor  do  today. 
Aa  aviary  built  by  him  ia  aald  to  have 
givoa  Ita  name  to  Birdcage.  Walk. 

Moat  popular  among  the  waterfowl 
of  St  Jainen'/i  I'ark  .ire  the  four  ix  ll- 
cari.'^  KliiK  Cliarle-j  would  have  ;ip- 
prcclated  these  grotesque  fowl,  with 
their  enormous  bilUn  and  their  dance.^, 
wiiiKH  oUt.Mpread.  The.-je  creatures 
aie  considerably  bigger  in  the  body 
than  a  awan,  with  nona  of  the  awan'a 
elegance;  they  are  not  even  graceful 
In  the  water.  Their  beaka,  to  which 
elaatlo  pouchea  are  attached,  muat  be 
getting  on  for  eighteen  Inches  long. 

During  the  day  ih<  pelicans  are 
usually  to  be  seen  Miiu.iittnK  ahout  the 
Krecn  marKlns  of  the  laki-.  They 
.siorn  the  bread  which  people  l>rlng 
for  the  smaller  waterfowl,  but  con- 
descend to  take  an  Interest  In  offer- 
ings of  scraps  of  meat,  which  they 
catch  In  their  enormoua  moutha.  Juat 
before  4  o'clock  the  intelligent  blrda 
aaaemble  near  the  keeper'a  lodge  for 
the  aerione  meal  of  the  day.  When 
the  attendant  appeara  with  hia 
bucket,  they  range  up  In  line,  ana 
catch  the  big  flat -fish  whl<  h  h<-  dis- 
tributes, four  or  Ave  t,>  each.

Ifr.  Asquith  assumed  that  after  the 
Socialists  had  been  in  office  for  a 
short  time  they  could  be  turned  out 
and  he  woald  be  called  upon  to  form 
a  Governtnenf.  Mr.  Baldwin  had  had 
hia  turn  and  failed  to  carry  on.  Mr. 
MacDonaM  haa  had  hia  turn  and  has 
failed  to  carry  on.  Mr  Asquith  ex- 
pected hia  turn,  and  he  will  not  get  it. 

The  fact  that  Mr.  Aaqaith  did  not 
take  into  consideration,  the  fart  that 
was  pointed  out  by  The  Colonist  at 
the  time  Mr.  Atqaltfc  made  hl|  Mp- 
toriial  spccih.  was  the  fact  that  if 
Mr.  MacDonald  aakcd  the  King  for 
a  dissolution  of  Parliament  and  an 
opportunity  to  appeal  t^  the  people 
that  request  assuredly  would  be 
Rranted.  His  Majesty  is  a  constitu- 
tional sovereign,  ruliag  over  a  people 
who  arc  very  jealous  of  their  consti- 
tutional rights,  and  he  is  WwAd  to 
hold  the  balances  evenly  as  between 
\Y\f  political  parties. 

The  Labor  Government  is  defeat- 
ed, and  there  win  be  a  general 
election. 

The  people  of  Canada  and  the  peo- 
ple of  Aastratia  are  charged  with 
having  formed  a  combination  to  im- 
prove their  bnsineas  at  the  expenac 
of  the  btitiflcss  '  of  the '  United 
States. 

This  is  hardly  fair  way  of  put- 
ting the  case.  The  people  of  ilie 
United  States  have  decided  that  they 
are  not  partkular  ihoat  doing  busi- 
ness with  the  people  of  Canad.i  and 
the  people  of  Australia.  They  have 
expressed  their  views  on  the  matter 

|iy  tlif  iinpositioi;  of  duties  that  prac- 
tically close  the  markets  of  the 
United  States  to  many  of  the  prod- 
acta  of  Canada  and  Australia.  Con- 
aequently  Oanada  and  Australia  have 
tahen  measnrcs  Tor  hMproving  busi- 
•ess  relations  with  each  other.  That, 
we  believe,  is  the  more  correct  way 
of  patting  the  ^e. 

The  arrangement,  wr  submit,  is  a 
perfectly  fair  ohc.  and  we  hope  it 
may  prove,  a  profltftble  one. 

All  the  nations  of  the  world  with 
tha  exception  of  Great  Britain  have 
adopted  fiacal  measures  for  the  pro- 
tection of  their  business.  Possibly  a 
Government  may  attain  power  in 
Great  Britain  that  will  be  Inftaenced 
by  the  example  set  by  Canada  and 
Australia.  Then  we  may  have  pre- 
fereiHial^Midt  wHMIi  the  Khiplrc  just 
as  the  United  States  at  the  present 
time  has  preferential  trade  within 
the  Unhed  States.    Such  a  measure 

should  br  flattering,  n.'i  dTrmive,, 
to  the  people  of  the  Lnited  States.

We  know  we  should  not  write  a 
word  about  it  and  that  we  shall  be 

accused  of  pessimism  if  we  mention 
it,  but  truth  is  mighty  and  must  pre- 
vail. Bualness  in  Canada  is  declin- 
inff,  revenue  in  Canada  is  declining, 
the  area  under  culti,vation  in  Canada 
is  decUnhiC,  and  of  course  production 
is  declining,  and  the  birth  rate  in 
Canada  is  declining.

We  are  simply  undergoing  a  period 
of  pennance  for  our  sins,  or  possibly 
it  would  -be  better  to  call  them  in- 
discretions. We  have  been  indiscreet 
politically,  and  must  undergo  the 
con.sequencf s.  But  the  days  of  atone- 
ment are  running  their  course  and 
must  be  nearly  at  an  end.  The  cul- 
minatioh  of  the  ordeal  will  be  the 
great  speech  Rt.  Hon.  William  Lyon 
Mackenzie  King  is  going  to  deliver 
in  this  city,  and,  thank.s,  be  to  a 
Gracious  Providence,  we  are  not 
compelled  to  liaien  to  that.

DANGEROUS  ISSUES 


Third  political*  parties  are  always 
raising  perplexing,  if  not  actually 
dangerous,  i.^sues.  The  Third  Party 
of  the  United  States,  with  La  Fol- 
lette  as  Its  leader,  wants  to  natiooal- 

i/r  (111-  railwa>^  (  I  ilir  Country.  The 
K  aders  of  the  Republican  Party,  who 
repreient  the  conservative  elements 
of  the  United  States,  are  pointing  out 
the  dangers  of  nationalizing  the  rail 
ways  or  anything  else.  They  Contend 
that  if  the  railways  are  nationalized 
the  next  step  will  be  the  natiottalizing 
of  all  busiaesse|,  from  the  banlu  at 
one  extremity  to  tlic  .slioeshine  em- 
poriums at  the  other,  with  the  farms 
and  barber  shops  in  between. 

Well,  we  are  curious,  and  would 
like  to  sit  afar  off  on  this  side  of  the 
border  and  watch  the  general  effect 
of  the  nationalizing  of  all  the  busi- 
nesses of  the  United  States,  for  some 
of  the  businesses  over  there  are  quite 
big  businesses.  If  we  know  anything 
about  human  nature,  the  results  of 
the  grand  experiment  would  be  in- 
teresting and  illuminative.  Because 
ij  such  an  experimeot  were  under- 
taken everybody  would  be  working 
for  the  r.overnnirnt  and  pulUttg  wires 

to  get  the  better  of  the  Government; 
and  the  Government  being  the  peo- 
ple, all  the  people  would  be  pulbnt;; 
stringa  to  get  the  better  of  them- 
selves. It  is  not  altogether  dear  to 
us  But  is  It  not  a  jMt  and  faithful 
estimate? 

We  believe  a  political  experiment 
of  that  kind  is  being  tffad  ifl  Russia 
at  the  present  time,  and,  judging 
from  the  little  we  actually  know 
about  the  conditioha  In  RussU,  it  has 
not  been  a  howling  success.  How- 
ever, it  may  be  (hat  the  nationaliza- 
tion of  everything  under  the  regime 
of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics  has  tiot  beta  given  a  fair 
chance.  It  is  quite  poaaible  that  the 
emancipated  Russiana  have  not  given 
any  partiealar  ineeatlvc  to  work.  If 

it  is  true  that  the  state  api)ropriates 
everything  produced  without  giving 
anything  of  compensating  value  in 
return  therefor,  can  the  emancipated 
people  of  Raaaia  be  blamed  for  loa- 
ing  ambMett  and  preferring  to  loaf 
r.itiirr  than  workF  The  red  flag  of 
the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Re- 
publics should  act  as  a  warning  to 
other  nations  and  other  peoples  not 
to  lightly  enter  upon  rash  eaperi- 
mcnta

He  had  to  act  Instantaneously.

Iieallnsr  With  neglljrencB,  hln  lord- 
nhip said  that  tbe  law  held  that  If 
racing,  even  with  hor«en,  nhould 
caunc  <leath.  the  crime  of  man- 
nlauKhter  was  proved.

He  caHed  attention  to  the  fact  that 
all  six  of  tbe  men  In  the  two  cars  went 
to  the  hoaplUI  that  night  after  the 
accident.  By  thla  time  they  knew 
two  men  had  been  killed.  It  waa  for 
the  Jury  to  say  what  conclusions  were 
to  be  drawn  from  the  fact  that  the^e 
younir  men  went  there,  as  one  salil. 
because  he  was  rentleMs.  and  anotlier, 
to  play  cards. 


On  one  aide  It  looked  IHce  "a  frame- 
up."  but  on  tbe  other  hand  they 
should  try  and  place  themaelvea  In  the 

)>osltion  of  these  men.  Might  they  not 
feel  that  Kome  of  them  would  be  under 
Munplclon?  Would  they  not  feel 
nhaken  up? 

After  the  lapse  of  a  little  time  their 
mltida  might  revert  to  their  own  posi- 
tion and.  aa  a  matter  of  precaution, 
they  might  weU  mmft  aad  Sad  out 
what  waa  the  InpraaalaB  o(  oaeh.  This 
need  not  be  with  the  Idea  of  any 
frame-up.  It  WOVM  not  he  well  to 
attribute  motlraa  tn  thes«  young  n»en

.aspect  of  the  Hltiiallon.

As  to  whether  any  attempt  bad  been 
made,  after  the  accident,  to  nee  w  b.T. 
had  been  noticed  on  the  road.  His 
1/ordahlp  aald  it  would  be  for  the  Jury 
to  decide  why  no  oarleaity  had  been 
arouaed.  E}vldaatly«  Aram  the  evl- 
■lence,  the  othera  teak'  Dr.  Boak'n 
statement  that  he  aaw  ahadowa.  Dr. 
Itoak  had  gone  up  to  look,  but  had 
I  neen  nothing,  and  othera  had  paaaed 
there  that  nlffht  without  aeeing  the 
bodies. 

"If  he  K,iw  bodies,  he  did  not  use 
common  Mcnne  In  na>lnK  what  he  wa..< 
alleired  to  have  said  at  the  Hervjoe 
house."  said  His  lx>rdabip. 

Krrors  by  the  Jury  could  not  eaaily 
be  corrected,  warned  the  oourt.  It 
waa  difficult  to, get  appellate  tribunala 
to  correct  auch.  ahd  therafote  they 
should  be  careful.
